to Time suspend, alter, or rescind such Orders and Regulations afore- 
said or any of them : Provided always, that if any Pauper who shall 
40 have been sent to any Workhouse as aforesaid situate out of the 
Union to which or to any Electoral Division of which such Pauper is 
chargeable shall be discharged therefrom, either by Order of the 
Guardians or at his own Request; and shall become destitute in the

Poor Relief [Ireland). 


XXI. And whereas by the said recited Act passed in the Second 
Year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, it is, amongst other things, 
enacted, that within Five Days after Notice given of an Appeal to 
the Quarter Sessions the Person or Persons appealing shall enter 
into a Recognizance before some Justice of the Peace, with sufficient 5 
Securities, conditioned to try such Appeal at the then next Sessions of 
the Peace to be held in the Presence of the Assistant Barrister, and 
to abide the Order of and pay such Costs as shall be awarded by 
the Justices and Assistant Barrister at such Sessions : And whereas 
it is expedient to repeal the said Provision, and to substitute another 10 
Provision in lieu thereof: Be it therefore enacted, That within Five 
Days after Notice given of any such Appeal, as in the said recited 
Act, or any Act amending the same, provided, the Person or Persons 
appealing shall enter into a Recognizance before some Justice of the 
Peace, with sufficient Securities, conditioned to try such Appeal at the 15
